A more remarkable story is told con- 


She 
is deaf; and this intensilles a natural 
dread of rattlcsnaices. as she cannot l,.-ir 
the notes of warning. Some lime, ago 
her husband and a neighbor were doe- 
toriugii sick colt. She waa standing in 
the path, holding some camphor a'id a 
bottle, of Ifliimenl. She fdt something 
c»ld and scaly coiling around her le.- 
Diawlng aside her dress and looking 
down. t,h,. saw a ratilesn.ike. g.i^n.r 
steadily in her f.,ce, slipping out its 
I'ed tougii.!, and waving its head to :md 
I'ID as high as her hand. The Wood

She 


screamed, and jumped aside, so spasmod- 
ically that the snake lost its hold .md 
was left on the ground. It is possible 
that tlie MM pent was trying to faicinate 
her; bnl her clearness barred our. in 
low musical sound. As the Judge and 
Ills neighbor ran up tho path, bile stood 
trembling with terror, on the point of -i 
lalul, 


"She's bit!" said the neighbor in a 


low i.one. 


"He didn't bite me," she retorted, 


without, however, hearing what he had 
said.

didn't feel it," the neighbor repeated.

The enemies of the rattlesnake in- 


clude, the bog, the deer, and the eagle. 
The liog thrusts his fat chops into the 
snake's face, meekly receives ics bite, 
seix.es the reptile by the neck, places bis 
hoofs on its body, and tears it asunder. 
Xo blood is drawn, the poisou is harm- 
less in the fat, and the porker gets a. 
fair meal. A drove ot hogs will clear 
tho wildest country of rattlesnakes. 
When a buck sees a rattler, lie springs 
upon it like lightning, bringing bis feet 
together upon its bead and body, thus 
cutting it to pieces; for the hoofs ot 
a Floridiau deer are as hard and sharp 
as a uirar. An eagle kills a snake 
while it is sunning itself. The bird 
descends with Hie velocity of an arrow, 
striking the reptile with such force as 
to sever the vertebra.'. 


Bui the deadliest foe of the rattler is 


the common black snake. lie is a pub- 
lic benefactor, and ought to Le protect- 
ed by the Stale Legislature, even if he 
does pick up a chicken or Iwo occasion- 
•illy, He grows very lonj?, and unlike 
his northern compeer, never assails a 
human being. The rattler fears and 
shuns him ; and well ho may, for the 
black snake is as agile and quiclc as tlm 
mainspring of a watch, and ai full of 
light as a bulldog. Meeting his antago- 
nist, he attacks without delay. After 
coiling and sounding im alarm, tie! 
rattler keenly watches Its assailant. At 
llrst tho black snake slowly glides 
around its spiral enemy, as though stu- 
dying its weak points. Ho frequently 
hisses and Increases his speed with each 
cycle, ever keeping an eye on tlm rat- 
tler. The latter twists it.i head with 
eveiy 
revolution of 
its 
assailant. 


Swifter sweeps the black snake around 
lli« circle. At the full bout of his speed 
the rattlergro'.vsdi/xy. In a twinkling 
it Is caught by the throat, and the coils 
of HID two snakes aie intermingled. 
Tlio contest is decided by main strength. 
As they writhe in the grass the superior 
prowess ot the, black snake is manifest. 
The rattler Is slowly strangled. .Some- 
times its body is swallowed, but th,s 
does not always follow. Tiie cjach 
whip, a lung, clean-cut snake, fre- 
quently assists the uluck snake, and in- 
stances are given in which a dozen 
coach whips and black snakes joined 
forces anil killed a small regiment of 
rattlers. 


Vultures and buzzards, with al! 


their appetite for carrion, will never 
touch anything bitten by a rattlesnake ; 
but when his snakship himself is killed, 
they devour him with HIP greatest rel- 
ish.
